happened,” said Niessen. “The were definitely the right guys to show up, 
they really got things going.” 

After that meeting, word got around and from many the response was 
fantastic. Petro Canada donated the fuel, and several insurance companies 
and agents donated insurance. According to Niessen, Alberta Timothy also 
cooperated in a big way. 

“We are using both farm trucks and commercial trucks to transport the 
hay,” said Niessen. “All the drivers are donating their time.” 

Once the hay reaches the Kamloops exhibition grounds, the Department 
of Agriculture is looking after the distribution. Regulations prevent any of 
the donated hay from being sold, and it will only be distributed to those 
who have been deprived of their livelihood because of the fires. 

The Department also arranged for motels and meals for the drivers. 

“The response from B.C. has been tremendous,” said Niessen. 

Each truck carried the maximum load. Additional trucks will be making 
their way out as more hay is collected. 

In total 25 farmers from Alberta donated their time and their hay to help 
out. Farmers from as far south as Lethbridge and from as far north as 
Edmonton. Almost a third of those 25 farmers are local.

Marijuana cases being adjourned

In response to recent On¬ 
tario Court of Appeal deci¬ 
sions regarding cannabis 
possession, federal Crown 
prosecutors across Alberta 
have been instructed to con¬ 
sent to adjournments of all 
cases of simple possession 
laid over a two year period 
ending October 6, 2003, offi¬ 
cials said Friday. 

The instructions will im¬ 
pact t housands of outstand¬ 
ing cases, including some 
already set for trial in Dids¬ 
bury. 

Maureen McLellan, 
spokesperson for Justice 
Canada, Prairie Region, said 
the new instructions were 
sent to all prosecutors and 
their agents last week. 

“Because of the uncer¬ 
tainty, in light of these On¬ 
tario decisions, if an accused 
wishes to adjourn his or her 
marijuana possession case 
until after December 5, the 
Crown is willing to consent 
to an adjournment,” said 
McLellan. “This is what is 
happening right now. It’s up 
to the judge, but if the de¬ 
fence and the Crown both 
agree to an adjournment, 
generally the judge will ad¬ 
journ the proceedings. If the 
accused still wishes to pro¬ 
ceed with his or her matter, 
then of course the Crown is 
prepared to proceed.” 

“Simple possession in¬ 
volves possession of mari¬ 
juana up to 30 grams or 
marijuana resin up to one 
gram,” she said.

The Ontario Court of 
Appeal ruled Oct. 7 that 
between July 30, 2001 and 
October 6, 2003 the law 
prohibiting possession of 
cannabis was constitution¬ 
ally invalid as it did not 
contain a valid medical ex¬ 
emption. 

The Federal Department 
of Justice is reviewing 
those decisions and has 
sixty days, until December 
5, 2003, to launch an ap¬ 
peal. 

Alberta lawyer Pat 
Nugent, an acknowledged 
Constitutional law expert, 
says if the Federal Justice 
Department decides not to 
appeal the Ontario deci¬ 
sion, the ruling could be¬ 
come persuasive on Alberta 
courts. 


“If a matter were to go to 
court in Alberta, the fact that 
there was a Court of Appeal 
decision in Ontario that held 
what it does hold, that would 
likely be very influential on 
an Alberta court,” said 
Nugent, adding, “The Al¬ 
berta court would not neces¬ 
sarily be bound to come to 
that same conclusion.” 

On Thursday, Sue 
Kendall, chief federal Crown 
prosecutor with the Calgary 
office, said prosecutors in 
Calgary were dealing with 
possession cases for the pe¬ 
riod in question on an indi¬ 
vidual, case-by-case basis. 

Calgary prosecutors, like 
all others in the province, 
have now been issued new 
instructions, McLellan said

Mountain View County Reeve calls association “special interest group”

Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association (MVTA) is hoping 
two public meetings will be the 
beginning of a new petition to 
halt the construction of a new 
Mountain View County (MVC) 
administration building. MVTA 
board member Arnie Shea said 
they are once again counting 
on ratepayers’ support for a le¬ 
gally binding petition that will 
require a plebiscite to approve 
MVC plans to construct a new 
administration building near 
the Olds/Didsbury Airport on 
county owned land. 

“We want taxpayers assist¬ 
ance on the wording of the pe¬ 
tition,” said Shea. 

We want their assistance 
concerning the terms of the 
petition which could include 
the amount of money council 
would be allowed to spend on a 
new building. MVC voted 
unanimously to begin construc¬ 
tion on a new administration 
building during their Septem¬ 
ber meeting. 

At that time, councillors 
said they based their decision 
on the result of a 6,000 person 
survey sent to ratepayers. The 
survey asked if MVC should 
renovate at a cost of $3.5 to $3.9 
million or build new at a cost 
of $4.4 to $4.8 million. Fifty- 
two per cent of the 1,747 sur¬ 
veys returned were in favour 
of building new. Critics of this 
decision said Council ignored 
an earlier petition which forced

way, there is still a lot of 
things the Ag Society wishes 
to build on the grounds. 

“The riding arena we are 
going to build is going to be 
90 by 180 feet,” said 
Anderson. “We also need to 
build a stable for the 
horses.” 

The Ag Society couldn’t 
apply for the Agricultural 
Initiative Grant this year, 
because they have received 
it in the past, for example 
when the curling rink was 
built. 

“We can only apply for it 
once every so many years,” 
said Anderson. "We can ap¬ 
ply for it again down the 
road.” 

The tender is now out for 
the riding arena project , de¬ 
pending on weather and 
finding a building to tailor 
too, the construction is ex¬ 
pected to start in early 
Spring. 

“We had no projects that 
needed that funding,” said 
McCulloch. “It was a board 
decision that was viable, and 
we were pleased to help them 
with their facility project.”

Association is what it is a spe¬ 
cial interest group, said 
Harvie. Council has made a de¬ 
cision for the best use of tax¬ 
payers dollars for a long-term 
investment. Council was elected 
to do this job and that is what 
we are doing, making the best 
decision possible with the infor¬ 
mation at hand. 

“They (MVTA) haven’t done 
likewise. In my opinion they 
haven’t done their homework 
and don’t have an understand¬ 
ing of the issue,” said Harvie, 
adding. 

MVTA was self appointed. All 
directors of MVTA were ap¬ 
pointed from within the very 


definition of a special interest 
group,” said Harvie. 

There are very few members 
who haven’t had an issue with 
the county at some time in the 
past. They say they are repre¬ 
sentatives of all taxpayers but 
they are not. I’m concerned 
they are taking personal inter¬ 
ests and trying to suggest they 
represent taxpayers at large. 
Shea said this is not so. 

We are not a special interest 
group. We are a group repre¬ 
senting taxpayers, gathering 
information and presenting it to 
taxpayers, no more, no less. It 
is the taxpayers turn to tell us 
if they want a petition by com¬ 
ing to these open meetings and 
taking the petition to canvass 
for signatures. 

Shea said members of the 
MVTA board have heard much 
dissension among taxpayers 
since the MVC’s decision to go 
ahead with a new building 
rather than renovate. 

There are a lot of people talk¬ 
ing at coffee shops and in Auc¬ 
tion Marts. 

“There is a lot of dissension. 
We feel this talk is authentic 
and there would be a lot of sup¬ 
port for this petition,” said 
Shea. 

He said the public meetings 
will also be an opportunity for 
taxpayers to hold an open de¬ 
bate of other county issues 
(public works and utilization of 
manpower and equipment). 

Shea said MVTA is currently 
working on a private members 
bill they hope will be introduced 
in the legislature that would 


permit them to have an author¬ 
ity or legislated committee in 
each county or rural munici¬ 
pality that taxpayers could rely 
on for mediation purposes. 

“Right now MVC has an ap¬ 
peal board for taxes and subdi-

visions but there is no board 
to go to when you have con¬ 
flict other than those issues,” 
said Shea. 

In the case of MVC and their 
conflict with Molmac Subdivi¬ 
sion, Robert Gulbe and AAA 
Cattle Company, all these is¬ 
sues could have been handled 
better with a mediation board. 

If there was a board taxpay¬ 
ers could have gone to for me¬ 
diation and arbitration pur¬ 
poses we could have solved 
some of them without going to 
court. How many issues are out 
there that people are not com¬ 


ing forward? 

We want a private members 
bill to possibly have an arbitra¬ 
tion board legislated for these 
purposes,” said Shea. 

Harvie said creating such a 
board would be duplication of 
services and a waste of taxpay¬ 
ers dollars.

Last week the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation (CTF) 
made its annual trek to the 
House of Commons Finance 
Committee to participate in 
the committee's annual na¬ 
tional pre budget consulta¬ 
tion. 

Unlike previous years 
when the committee's report 
- usually released in early 
December - has been viewed 
as the first insight into the 
following February budget 
themes and direction, a cloud 
of uncertainty hangs over 
this year's process. From the 
lackadaisical attendance and 
questioning of MPs to a no¬ 
ticeable lack of media inter¬ 
est, the hard work that groups 
from across the political spec¬ 
trum have put into these sub¬ 
missions may all be for 
naught. 

It is another example of the 
dysfunctional and surreal cli¬ 
mate in official Ottawa, given 
the ongoing power game 
within the government, from 
parallel caucus meetings to 
duelling PMOs to competing 
news conferences ... it brings 
a whole new meaning to gov¬ 
ernment overlap and duplica¬ 
tion. 

And it's patently unfair to 
Canadians. The wheels of 
government have ground to 
a halt - although in some cor¬ 


ners this is seen as a good thing 
(think no more corporate wel¬ 
fare announcements) - and ad¬ 
vocacy efforts aimed at chang¬ 
ing public policy from commit¬ 
tee testimony to meetings with 
bureaucrats and politicians are 
best described as long shots for 
successful outcomes. 

Nonetheless, the CTF made 
its pre budget submission to the 
Finance Committee. The main 
recommendation in this year's 
submission is to: 

Increase the basic personal 
exemption (BPE) from the 2004 
target of $8,000 to $15,000 by 
2008. Coupled with a consequent 
increase in the spousal exemp¬ 
tion, this would remove 2.1 mil¬ 
lion Canadians from the tax 
rolls, mostly lower income and 
working-poor Canadians. 

This proposal is both afford¬ 
able and practical. It represents 
the next front in the battle for 
tax relief, and is similar to the 
government's decision in 2000 to 
re-index the tax system for in¬ 
flation thereby ending "bracket 
creep." This represents the ideal 
combination of good fiscal and 
great social policy. 

If the BPE had been indexed 
since the inception of the federal 
income tax back in 1917 (BPE 
= $1,500), it would be over 
$20,000 today. 

Other proposals in this year's 
CTF pre-budget submission in¬ 


clude: 

Abolition of wasteful corpo¬ 
rate welfare programs (e.g. 
Technology Partnerships 
Canada) and grants and contri¬ 
butions to business deliver 
through regional development 
agencies which tally over $4 
billion each year. 

Instituting a legislated sched¬ 
ule of annual debt reduction 
payments equivalent to 50'# of 
every tax dollar collected. 

Ending $750 million in an¬ 
nual El and CPP over-contri¬ 
butions paid by employers. 

Plowing 50^ of federal gas 
tax collections - $2.2 billion 
annually - back into roads and 
infrastructure in Canada's cit¬ 
ies and towns; and 

Limiting increases in overall 
annual federal expenditures to 
a maximum amount of inflation 
plus population growth. 

If and when a federal budget 
is delivered, fiscal prudence 
should be the guiding principle 
for Paul Martin and his Finance 
Minister. Above all else, Mr. 
Martin should heed the words 
of Winston Churchill from a 
century ago: 

"We contend that for a nation 
to try and tax itself into pros¬ 
perity is like a man standing in 
a bucket and trying to lift him¬ 
self up by the handle."

What is in 
a name?

Schools stayed opened after the storm, but for some it was 
impossible to get there because school buses were not run¬ 
ning on the 29th, and only a select few on the 30th. 

On the night of the 28th early morning of the 29th, Bob 
Wright, the Director of Disasters, was contacted and told that 
traffic was going to be diverted into Didsbury. Wright con¬ 
tacted the Zion Evangelical Missionary Church, and it was 
set up that those stranded due to the storm could take refuge 
there. Between 12 and 15 stayed there, and were given warm 
shelter and food. 

“The town is always quick to respond in such circum¬ 
stances,” said Const. Wipf. “We call them, or they are already 
a step ahead and call us and let us know where people can

The story of the Snyders and their adventures 


Dear Family and Friends, 

Last Saturday night 
Janet and I enjoyed a nice 
Italian meal with about 200 
other people. The occasion 
was the ‘Carnival’ dinner. 
Years ago the dinner was 
during the Carnival, but 
those in charge soon learned 
that the work involved in 
preparing for the dinner 
was, in itself, too much. So 
the dinner was separated 
from the Carnival. Now the 
parents of sophomores get 
to work hard at least two 
days of the School year. 
While the sophomores are in 
charge of the event, the 
cooking is done mostly by 
the parents and the class 
sponsors. This year the meal 
involved a lettuce salad, gar¬ 
lic bread, lasagna, and 
fettuccini. For dessert there 
was a choice of coconut cake 
or orange sherbet. 

There was a lot of work 
done in preparation for the 
evening. Besides the prepa¬ 
ration of the food, all of the 
picnic tables from all over 
the compound were moved 


to the lawn between the high 
school classrooms and the 
library. They were covered 
with nice table cloths and 
had small bouquets of flow¬ 
ers and a couple of candles 
each. The sophomores also 
did a great job of decorating, 
using candles in tins on the 
floor at the entrance, 
strings of Christmas lights, 
and even mosquito netting 
with back-lighting. All in 
all, it was a very relaxing 
setting. They even turned off 
their loud music in favor of 
classical music for the 
evening. 

The meal started at about 
6:30 and we got home about 
8:30. The waiters and wait¬ 
resses were sophomores and 
did a great job of looking 
after their tables, even the 
one across from us with 
eight younger children. 
There were some delays 
(once Chrissy, our waitress, 
mentioned a disaster in the 
kitchen!) but we enjoyed vis¬ 
iting with the two other cou¬ 
ples at our table, so we 
didn’t mind. We took the 


opportunity to contact other 
people that we needed to see 
and talk with. These occa¬ 
sions bring out most of the 
community so it’s a great 
chance to visit or even do 
business. 

This Thursday night was 
quite a different story. We 
were by ourselves and 1 had 
just finished playing tennis 
for an hour and a half, so I 
was exhausted and sore. I 
had a short nap before Janet 
called me for pizza. I wasn’t 
really hungry because I had 
a bit of an upset tummy, but 
I thought I’d eat anyway. 
Mistake! There has been 
some 24-hour flu going 
around and it hit me about 
then. I was in pain for a cou¬ 
ple of hours until I lost eve¬ 
rything. It wasn’t pleasant! 
There was also diarrhea in¬ 
volved so I was dehydrated. 
I drank some water but that 
didn’t stay. Later I had some 
yoghurt and more water 
and that seemed to be okay. 
At two thirty a.m. I was sit¬ 
ting in the living room 
drinking Pepsi and water— 


slowly, hoping that it would 
stay. 

Friday was a day to stay 
at home rest and regain 
some strength. I slept a cou¬ 
ple of hours in the morning 
and kept eating the yoghurt, 
along with dry toast with 
honey. About 6 p.m. (after 
24 hours) I felt hungry and 
had a reasonable meal. To¬ 
day I’m feeling much better, 
and I’m about five pounds 
lighter. It isn’t a method of 
weight-loss that I can rec¬ 
ommend!! 

Dry season is here in Jos, 
so tennis is very possible 
now. I played on Monday and 
again on Thursday. It’s good 
for fun, fellowship, and ex¬ 
ercise. While we have dry 
season here. Miss Fuller 
said today that they have 
had some serious rain 
storms the last few days. 
Sometimes the end-of-season 
storms can be quite violent. 
She said that the phone lines 
are not working. 

Our phone is also not 
working. For some weeks 
our line has been like Rice 


Krispies: snap, crackle, pop. 
Also, sometimes we would 
get ‘crossed’ lines, so that 
we would hear other people 
on our line. Sometimes the 
line worked perfectly, but 
most of the time, it was not 
good. We hoped that the end 
of the rainy season would 
bring a change for the bet¬ 
ter. Thursday afternoon I 
received a phone call—nice 
and clear. The caller con¬ 
firmed our phone number 
and asked about problems 
with the line, particularly 
the ‘crossed’ line. This I ac¬ 
knowledged. He said that he 
was working at fixing it. I 
thanked him and hung up. 
About two hours later, our 
line was dead. I guess that 
was his way of fixing it!! 

With no functioning 
phone, we have to go to the 
library to do e-mail and any 
necessary calls. We’ll get 
more exercise and Janet will 
have a chance to catch up on 
some work in the library. 

We appreciate your 
prayers and support.

Having a groggy 100 kilogram black bear wake up in his arms is not something 
Randy O'Neill planned on when he became an operator at BP Canada's Leismer 
natural gas plant near Fort McMurray. 

Like many petroleum companies, BP Canada regularly takes part in projects that 
help to preserve critical wildlife habitats throughout the province. 

For the past two years, BP has assisted a University of Alberta study of black bears 
to ensure these magnificent animals and their cubs continue to thrive in the boreal 
forest. Scientists want to know more about their feeding habits, reproductive 
patterns, cub survival and annual movements. The knowledge scientists gain from 
such a study allows them to manage the bear population more effectively. 

BP Canada field employees help by passing along information on bear sightings 
and by joining the scientists in their annual field work. 

That's how Randy O'Neill got involved. With his colleague Dave Durocher and 
biologist Sophie Czetwertynski, O'Neill helped locate an occupied den, tranquilize 
and remove the hibernating bear, weigh and measure it, take blood samples, and 
even pull a tooth for further study back at the lab (they grow back). 

Before they returned the bear to its underground den, each rookie on the crew 
held it briefly while another team member snapped a quick photograph. Being

Once again this year the Cadets will be organizing the Remembrance Day ceremony in 
town. It will be held on Remembrance Day, Nov. 11 at 10:30 a.m. in the Multi Purpose room 
at the Memorial Complex. 

A guest of honor at the ceremony will be Robert Kerns, of Didsbury, who was a Royal 
Canadian Air Force Navigator. In 1944, during World War II, Kerns participated in 30 
flight operations. 

Kerns flew a Landcaster that made Air Force history. After every safe trip the 
Landcaster made, a beer mug was painted on it. In total 118 beer mugs were painted on it, 
making the Landcaster the one to have the most successful operations with art painted on it. 

Kerns w as the Navigator of a seven man crew, and being one of the only surviving 
members, he was presented in August with a replica of the art that was painted on the 
Landcaster. The art was presented to Kern, and it now hangs in the Landcaster Museum in 
Nanton. The art was painted by an Airdrie artist by the name of Clarence Simonsen, on an 
old piece of Landcaster plane. The first rows of the painting are all flights Kem was part of. 
The presentation of the art will be shown on the CBC show “On The Road Again" this fall. 

During his days at war, Kerns flew to Germany, France, and all over Europe. He was 
one of three Canadians in his crew'. 

This past September marked the 60th reunion of his old 166 squadron. In total he spent 
two and a half years in the Air Force, three months actively flying.

Original artists at an original show 


It’s not often you come 
across a true original 
anymore...that is until now. 
Saturday, November 15th the

“It takes me about 
15 - 30 hours depending on the 
piece,” says Vandenberg. “I 
have one entitled ‘Sunflower’ 
and one called ‘Beaverpond’ 
and a few others that I’ll be 


bringing with me to the 
Sale...altogether about six or 
seven pieces including one I’m 
working on now that I hope to 
have ready in time...’’In addi¬ 
tion to his larger sculptures, 
Vandenberg says he will also 
bring a few smaller items (bird- 
houses and handmade wooden 
gift boxes) suitable for Christ¬ 
mas gift giving. 

Museum Curator, Glenda 
Hunsperger, says the upcoming 
Show and Sale is an excellent 
time to purchase an original 
gift for a loved one on their 
holiday shopping list.

“It could involve any¬ 
thing from mishaps with ma¬ 
chinery or equipment to those 
involving animals or even 
things like heart attacks and 
other isolated incidents.” 

Upon completion of the 
course each participant will 
receive a Farm First Aid Cer¬ 
tificate. “It's so important that 
farmers participate in pro¬ 


grams like this, says 
McCulloch. “Farm Accidents 
continue to happen often with 
some very tragic ends, so the 
better trained we all are in how 
to respond well to these types 
of occurrences, the better off 
we’ll all be.”

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TIRE PRESSURE 

Cold weather can play havoc with tire pressure 


Experts advise to check pressure every time the tem¬ 
perature drops (NC) - As the end of 2003 approaches, 
we have once again experienced first-hand that Canada 
is a country of temperature extremes. In many places 
summer temperatures have reached 30 9 C and winter 
temperatures have fallen to -30 9 C. In many parts of 
the country, winter lasted much longer than usual. 
These variations can wreak havoc with your tire pres¬ 
sure, sacrificing tire performance, tread wear and 
safety. Proper inflation is especially important during 
the winter months when cooler temperatures can 
cause the air in your tires to contract. You should 
check your tires’ inflation pressures once a month as 
shorter days and colder temperatures cause the air in 
your tires to contract. For every 5.5 degree change in 
the outside temperature, your tires’ inflation pressures 
will change by about one psi (pounds per square inch) 
- rising with higher temperatures and diminishing with 
lower temperatures. “Maintaining the correct air pres¬ 
sure is a requirement for good handling, traction and 
durability,” says Tony Mougios, Michelin Brand Man¬ 
ager in Canada. “Check the air pressure when tires 
are cold and maintain the inflation pressures indicated 
by the vehicle manufacturer. Never under-inflate a tire 
as an attempt to increase traction!” If you are fortu¬ 
nate enough to park in an attached or heated garage 
you will also lose pressure when you leave the ga¬ 
rage’s warmth and venture into the real world out¬ 
side. Add one psi of “cold” tire pressure to your tires 


to compensate for each 5.5 degree temperature differ¬ 
ence. Remember that temperature variations not only 
affect the tires on your car, but your spare as well. 
Always remember to check your spare tire while test¬ 
ing the ones on your vehicle. A fiat spare is useless. 
And finally, don’t forget to keep your valve caps on. If 
left off, moisture can freeze in the valve and allow the 
air to escape. When the temperature starts to drop 
this winter, check your tire pressure regularly and 
adjust it accordingly. Making sure that your tires are 
well-prepared for winter driving will help keep your 
vehicle safe and on the right track this winter. 


VEHICLE FLUIDS 

It’s time to check the fluids in 
your vehicle 


If there’s one thing you absolutely should do 
before winter arrives, it’s to check all the fluids 
under the hood of your vehicle. 

But before you start to argue that your recent 
make of vehicle doesn’t require much maintenance, 
keep in mind that fluids can evaporate or leak—no 
matter how new the vehicle is. That’s why it pays 
to always check them before the cold weather ar¬ 
rives. 

In fact, not only should you check the engine 
oil, you should also change it. New oil will make it 
much easier to start your vehicle on those bitterly 
cold winter mornings. Even the automatic trans¬ 
mission oil might need to be changed. Just look in 


your owner’s manual to see how often it should be 
replaced. Then take a look at the brake fluid. If 
enough is missing, there could be a problem and a 
trip to your mechanic might be necessary. 

If you can, also check the level of cooling fluid. 
It, too, should be kept at the recommended level. 
Just be sure that the engine is cold beforehand. 
And of course, be sure you fill up on antifreeze. 

If you are unsure of your abilities to check these 
fluids—or simply don’t have the time—make an ap¬ 
pointment with your mechanic. He’ll be more than 
happy to do it and you’ll be making a great invest¬ 
ment in your driving pleasure and safety this win¬ 
ter.

Some tips and tricks to keep you safe this winter 


BasicsBefore you even think about driving in win¬ 
ter. do the obvious and make sure that your vehicle is 
in good condition. This includes brakes, exhaust sys¬ 
tem and tires, all of which should be inspected by a 
technician. Also the engine, which should have all 
hoses and belts checked and all filters and fluids re¬ 
placed, especially the engine oil. 

More of everything. Everything is exaggerated 
in slippery conditions. You need a bunch more room 
to accelerate, which can be critical when making turns 
or entering a highway. So be extra careful in these 
situations. And you can’t take corners as easily, so 
it’s wise to plan ahead and adjust your speed, even in 
the city. But most important, you need way, way more 
room to stop. This is especially true of full size SUV’s, 
which are heavy to begin with, and really hard to stop 
quickly when it’s icy. Plus, don’t get overconfident. 
Just because you can drive through a huge snowbank 
in your truck doesn’t mean you can slow down any 
faster than the next guy. 

Smooth rules the roost. Pretend that your wed¬ 
ding cake is in the passenger seat and you’re on the 
way to the church. That should keep you smooth. 
Because on slippery surfaces, smooth driver inputs 
are essential. And they are a good habit to get into, in 
any case. So gently push on the gas and the tires are 
less likely to spin. Slowly squeeze the brakes and the 
wheels are less likely to lock. Turn the steering wheel 
using smooth, not jerky, motions, and you’ll be less 
likely to spin out. Bottom line, easy does it, in all 


things. It’s the number one rule for winter driving. 

To brake or not to brake. Here’s the thing. You 
have no steering when your wheels are locked. None 
at all. Zero steering. Your vehicle will not change di¬ 
rection when you turn the steering wheel, if the wheels 
are locked. Honest. What it will do, is continue going 
in the exact same direction it was heading the instant 
you locked the wheels. Which is not necessarily the 
direction that you now want to go in. The moral of 
this story is simple. If you find yourself sliding to¬ 
wards a curb or, heaven forbid, a guard-rail, and your 
car won’t turn - get off the brake, and turn the steer¬ 
ing wheel, gently. 

A bit about ABS. The whole idea behind ABS, 
which means Anti-Lock Braking System, is to pro¬ 
vide you with some steering, while you’re hard on the 
brakes. ABS does this by locking and unlocking the 
brakes several times a second. So when the brakes 
are locked, you have braking - and when they are 
unlocked, you have steering. The problem with ABS 
is that while most systems work well in the dry, and 
even the rain, they are often not effective on snow, ice 
or loose surfaces, like gravel. So it’s better to play it 
safe, and not drive too fast for conditions. Because 
you can’t always rely on ABS or other traction or 
stability systems to bail you out. 

Slip sliding away ok. You’ve overcooked it some¬ 
how and your car has started to slide. Whoa, what do 
you do now? Well, it depends a bit on what part is 
sliding. Let’s say the car doesn’t want to turn, the 


WINTER WEATHER 

Preparing for winter weather 


October and November might be known for 
Thanksgiving dinner and Halloween treats, but in 
the car industry, it’s known as “Car Care Month.” 
And the ‘car care’ that motorists should be think¬ 
ing specifically about these months is winter prepa¬ 
ration. A typical family spends at least 15 per cent 
of its annual household budget on motor vehicle- 
related expenses. Maintaining a vehicle makes 
sense not only from a financial perspective, but also 
from a safety perspective. The last thing people want 
to hear is that their car isn’t safe or reliable for 
cold weather when it’s snowing out and it’s already 
too late. Cold, wet and snowy weather presents the 
greatest challenge to your vehicle and its engine. 
To help drivers ensure their cars are prepared and 
equipped for winter driving here are some tips. 

Maintenance tips: Ensure your battery is op¬ 
erating at its maximum strength. Cold weather 
starts require a battery that is fully charged. A 
winter check-up should include a check for corro¬ 


sion at the battery terminal connections that could 
affect a battery’s charge levels. 

Make certain your snow or all-season tires are 
properly inflated and in good condition. Ensure all 
four tires have the same tread pattern for even trac¬ 
tion and check tires at least once a month for de¬ 
flation, as tire air pressures tend to decrease in 
cold weather. 

Replace worn out wiper blades with new ones 
that will withstand heavy rain, frost and ice on 
windshields. 

Top up your windshield washer reservoir with 
fluid and antifreeze. Road spray can reduce visibil¬ 
ity in seconds. 

Check your radiator and hoses for cracks and 
leaks and make sure the radiator cap, water pump 
and thermostat work properly. Test the strength of 
the heater and defroster. 

Properly equip your vehicle with a windshield 
scraper, snow brush, warm weather clothes (espe¬ 
cially gloves and boots), and an emergency kit.

front just keeps going straight. This is what the stock 
car racers call “tight” handling, which means the front 
wheels are starting to slide. And the way to react is to 
back off the gas and keep steering the way you want 
the car to go. Unless you were really flying, the car 
should pull back on track. Sometimes the rear wheels 
will slide and the back end will start to rotate. This is 
what racers call “loose” handling. The way to react is 
to keep the gas steady and, just like before, steer the 
way you want the car to go. This means turning the 
wheel in the opposite direction of the slide. But don’t 
worry, you won’t have to think about details. As long 
as you keep pointing the steering wheel where you 
want the front end to go, you’re doing fine. The car 
will straighten up. And you should probably slow down. 
Last scenario. The whole car starts to slide or you’re 
just not sure what’s happening. In a situation like 
this, often the best thing to do is to release all of the 
controls for a few seconds and let the car stabilize 
itself. That’s right. No steering, no gas, no brake. 
Because often it’s too much steering, gas or break 
that’s causing the problem in the first place. Just don’t 
use this method if you’re about to contact something 
solid. It’s important to be aware that these rules may 
vary slightly depending on conditions, speed and 
whether your vehicle is front wheel drive, rear wheel 
drive or all wheel drive. 

A good idea is to practice in your own car using an 
icy parking lot that has some room. It’s fun. It’s not 
dangerous. And you’ll learn a lot about how your car 
reacts in slippery conditions.

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NEIGHBORHOOD 
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QUESTION: We have an adopted girl who came to us 
when she was 4 years old. She is very difficult to handle and 
does pretty much what she pleases. For us to make her obey 
would be very unpleasant for her, and frankly, we don’t feel 
we have the right to do that. She has been through a lot in 
her short life. Besides, we’re not her real parents. Do you 
think she'll be OK if we’ll just give her a lot of love and atten¬ 
tion? 

DR. DOBSON: 1 m afraid you have a formula for serious 
problems with this girl later on. The danger is in seeing your¬ 
selves as substitute or “stand-in” parents who don’t have the 
right to lead her. That is a mistake. 

Since you have legally adopted this child, you are her “real” 
parents, and your failure to see it that way may be setting up 
the defiant behavior you mentioned. It is a common error 
made by parents of older adopted children. They pity their 
youngsters too much to confront them. 

They feel that life has already been too hard on them and 
they must not make things worse by discipline and occasional 
punishment. As a result, they are tentative and permissive 
with a child who is crying out for leadership. Transplanted 
children have the same needs for guidance and discipline as 
those remaining with their biological parents. 

One of the surest ways to make them feel insecure is to 
treat them as though they are different, unusual or brittle. If 
the parents view such a child as an unfortunate waif to be 
shielded, he will tend to see himself that way too. 

Parents of sick and handicapped children often make this 
same mistake. They find discipline harder to implement be¬ 
cause of the tenderness they feel for that child. Thus, a boy 
or girl with a heart condition or some serious illness can 
become a little terror, simply because the usual behavioral 
boundaries are not established and defended. It must be re¬ 
membered that the need to be led and governed is almost uni¬ 
versal in childhood, and it isn’t lessened by other problems 
and difficulties in life. 

In some cases, the desire for boundaries is actually in¬ 
creased by other troubles, for it is through loving control 
that parents build security and a sense of personal worth in a 
child. Returning to the question, I advise you to love that 
little girl like crazy — and hold her to the same standards of 
behavior that you would your own flesh and blood. Remem¬ 
ber, you are her parents! 


QUESTION: I have a friend whose children drive me crazy 
when I’m around them. They are the most undisciplined brats 
I’ve ever seen. We can’t even talk when they are around. I 
would love to help my friend with a few disciplinary tips. 
How can I do this without offending her? 

DR. DOBSON: When you want to point out a flaw or 
shortcoming in someone else’s behavior or character, you do 
it the way porcupines make love: very, very carefully. Other¬ 
wise, you’re likely to lose a friend. 

Pointing out parenting mistakes in others is even riskier. 
You’re liable to get your ears pinned back for trying it — 
even when your motives are honorable and you have a child’s 
interest at heart. That’s why I never offer unsolicited advice 
about other people’s children, no matter how badly I think it 
is needed. 

If you insist on telling the other mother what she doesn’t 
want to hear, let me suggest that you first invest some time 
and effort in your friend. 

When a relationship of confidence has been carefully con¬ 
structed, you’ll have then earned the right to offer her some 
gentle advice. There are no shortcuts to this process.
